PERSONAL PRIVIT EGE.

pledged to his people to vote against 
all amendments proposed to the 
present Constitution, aud hence his 
vote on Monday.

Adopted 
under a suspension of the rules, 

by Mr. Wileox, an ordinance to 
have the General Assemblies meet 
every 4 years instead of every 2. Re- 
ferred, 


CALENDAR. 


Ordinance to amend art. 3, sec. 10; 
provides that the Governor shall 
nominate and by and with the advice 
and consent ofa majority of the Sena- 
tors elect, appoint all officers where 
offices are established by this Con- 
vention and where appointments are 
not otherwise provided for by law, 
was taken up, and passed its second 


reading. 

The Committee on the Executive 
Department offered the following 
substitute to various bills which had 
been submitted to it: 


SecTion 1. Be it ordained by the 
people of North Carolina in Conven- 
tion assembled: Thatsection one, ar- 
ticle three of the Constitution be so 
amended as to read thus: ‘The Ex- 
ecutive Department shall consist ot a 
Goverpor, (in whom shall be vested 
the Supreme Fxecutive power of the 
Stute,) a Secretary of State,an Audi- 
tor, a Treasurer, a Superintendent of 
Public Instruction, and an Attorney 
Gieneral, who shall be elected fora 
term of two years by the qualified 
electors of the State, at the same time 
and places, and in the same manner 
as members of the General Assembly 
are elected. Theirtermecf office shall 
commence on the second Monday ot 
January next aftertheirelection, and 
continue until their suecessors are 
elected and qualified.” 

sec. 2. That section two of said 
Article be amended so that it shall 
read thus: person shall be eligi- 
ble as Governor, unless heshall haye 
attained the age of thirty years, shal! 
have been acitizen of the United 
States five years, and shall have been 
a resident of this State two years 
next preceding the election; nor 
shall the person elected to this office 
be eligible tothe same more than 
four years in succession, unless the 
ottice shall have been cast upon him 
as President of the Senate.” 

sec 8. That section “eleven” of 
the said article three (3) be abolished. 

ec. 4. That section twelve of the 
said article be amended so as to read 
thue: “In case of the impenchment 
of the Governor, his failure to qualify, 
his absence from the State, his in- 
ability to discharge the duties of his 
office, or in case the office of Gover- 
nor shall in any wise become vacant, 
the powers, duties and emoluments 
of the office, shall devolve upon the 
Pres dent of the Senate, until the dis 
abilities shall cease, or a new Gover- 
norshall be elected and qualified. 
Whenever during the recess of the 
General Assembly, it shall become 
necessary for a President of the Sen- 
ate to administer the rovernment, 
the Secretary of State shall convene 
the Senate, that they may elect such 
President.”’ 

Src. 5. That article two of the Con- 
stitution be so amended that section 
twenty-one shall read as follows: 
“The Senate shall elect its presiding 
officer from among its own members, 
who shall in all cases be entitled to a 
vote”? 

spec. 6. That section (wenty-two of 
said article two (2) be so amended as 
to read as follows: ‘*The Senate shall 
choese its other officers.”’ 

sec. 7. That section seven, article 
nine of the Constitution be amended 
so as to read as follows: ‘Phe Gov- 
ernor, Secretary of State, Treasurer, 
Auditor, Superintendent of Public 
Instruction and Attorney ¢ teneral, 
shall econsistute a State Board of 
Edueation.” 

Mr. Tourgee moved an amendment 


to the effect that the office of Lieu- 
tenant Governor shall not be abol- 
ished. 

Mr. Badger, rep., supported the 
amendment of Mr. Tourgee. 

Mr. Bowmam, rep., also supported 
the amendment. The people at the 
ballot box should elect a!l officers. 

Mr. King, rep., of Lenoir, did not 
think this proposed amendment was 
in accordance with the doctrines of 
free suffrage. 

Mr. Buxton, rep., said he felt him- 
self responsible for this office in this 
State, he having introduced an or

Conveution of 1865, and he saw no 

reason for its abolishment now. 
Mr. Tourgee’s amendment 

adopted by a vote of 57 to 56. 

Mr. Reid moved an amendment 
that the term of the oftice of the 
State officers shall commence on the 
lirst of January instead of the second 
Monday. Adopted. 

Mr. Cooper, dem., having voted 
with the majority, moved a recon- 
sideration of the vote by which the 
amendment of Mr. Tourgee,retaining 
the oflice of Lieutenant Governor, 
was adopted. Vote reconsidered by 
a vote of 58 to 55. 

Mr. Vaughan moved to recommit 
the whole question to the Committee. 
Adopted. 

Mr, Chamberlain moved to recon- 
sider the vote by which the resolu- 
tion of Mr. Jarvis to recommit the 
Robeson county contest case was 
adopted yesterday. 

Mr. Manning, of Chatham, moved 
to lay this motion upon the table. 
Pending this vote, the hour for the 
special order arrived. 

SPECIAL ORDER. 


Ordinance to reduce the number of 
Senators to 25 was considered, 

Mr. Barringer, rep., moved a sub- 
stitute, providing that the Senate 
shall consist of 24 members to be 
elected for six years, the same to be 
divided into three classes and so ar- 
ranged that one class shall go out 
every two years. 

Mr. Clingman, dem., opposed the 
substitute and opposed the reduction 
of the Senate from its present num- 
bers. He did not think the publie 
mind prepared for this chauge, and 
he could not support it. 

Mr. Badger, rep., would favor the 
substitute. He would vote to lop off 
the Senate branch of the Legislature 
altogether. He moved that the ordi- 
vance be recommitted to the Com- 
mittee, with instructions to report a 
bill abolishing the Senate and giving 
the Governor of the State a vete 
power, the House of Representatives 
to have the power of voting down the 
Governor's veto by a majority of the 
whole number of members. 

Mr. Clingman opposedthe motion 
of Mr. Badger, and argued brietly to 
show that the delegate and his party 
friends were only endeavoring by 
these ineasures to hamper the efforts 
of the friends of reform, and to place 
in the amended Constitution meas- 
ures that would be objectionable, 
when they had no idea of supporting 
the Constitution when so amended. 

Mr. Badger replied briefly, (the 
discussion between Messrs. Badger 
and Clingman bringing out acom 
parison of the presentand past work- 
ings of the European governments. | 

Mr. Vaughan, dem., advocated the 
reduction of the number of Senators 
He could see no reason why the ex- 
penses in this branch of the govern- 
ment should not be reduced. 

Mr. Turner, dem., opposed any re- 
duction. He thought there should be 
two branches of the Legislature just 
as they existed at present. He moved 
to lay the ordinance upon the table, 
but withdrew the motion to allow 

Mr. Alberston, rep., to discuss the 
question. When the proposition was 
first introduced his own consrevat- 
ism had been shocked; he had been 
reased up under the belief that the 
Senate branch was essential to good 
and bonest government; but since he 
had examined into the subject he 
could see no reason why the number 
of Senators should not be reduced. If 
economy Was to be practiced, let this 
reduction be made. 

Mr. Manning, of Chatham, moved 
tolay the whole matter upon the 
table, which motion Was lost by a 
vote of 52 to 61.

The resignation of Dr. Hawkins 
as President of these roads necessitat- 
ed the election of a successor, and on 
yesterday afternoon a meeting of the 
Directors was had at the office of the 
companies.

Although unsought by nie, I will 
come to the work with willing hands 
aud without embarrassment, as I 
hope aud believe that Leujey the con- 
fidence of yourselves afid the stock- 
holders whom you represent. 

My great object will be to endeavor 
to increase the business of the im- 
portant interests committed to my 
charge, to build up waste places, ex- 
tend their area and in advancing 
them, thereby enhance those of the 
States and its citizens.

THE W.N. C. R. R. COMMIS- 
SLONERS. 


The publie are being really much 
concerned at the delay attending tie 
appointment of Comniissioners, 
without which the work for the con- 
struction of the Western North 
Carolina Road cannot go on. Many 
months have passed since the plan 
was prepared by the Legislature by 
which the road was to be relieved of 
its burdens, and the machinery de- 
vised by which these plans could be 
earried out. Everything has been 
done except the appointment of 
Commissioners, under whom the 
work of reconstruction was to be- 
gin. 

Why this delay in their appoint- 
ment? 7’ he whole matter rests with 
the Governor. Why does he hesi- 
tate any longer? puble are 
well aware of the fact that he has 
suggested names, but he was com- 
pelled to drop them under the pres- 
sure of an indignant public senti- 
ment. They know since that these 
appointments have been held out as 
bribes to influence political freedom. 
Is it the fact that they are still to be 
held back to be used when they are 
“to do the most good ;” to be used 
for the general interests of the Re- 
publican party, or to advance the 
hopes and plans of his Excellency 
in connection with future Guberna- 
torial aspiration ? 

But it is time that his Excellency 
understood that a great public in- 
terest must not be sacrificed either 
to party exigencies or individual 
profit and advantage. A great work 
must not be retarded, that the 
chances of a nomination in Conven- 
tion may be better secured. These 
will be the constructions put upon 
a hesitation to doat once now what 
ought to have been donetwo mouths 
Ago. 

The Democratic party has only a 
general jnuterest in the matter, be- 
cause it knows that no appointment 
will be made out of its ranks. But 
it feels what the Governor appears 
to have overlooked, that the wise 
and imoortant legislation of last 
winter is trifled with, and the pow- 
ers conferred held in abeyance for 
party or private ends. 

We eall upon the Governor to 
make his selections. And we eall 
upon him to make them of such men 
as will give guarantee to the public 
that the provisions of the Act under 
which the work of reconstruction is 
to go on shall be faithfully carried 
out. 


THE ROBESON COUNTY CASE, 

Our local columns have given a 
tolerably fall account of Tuesday's 
proceedings in the Convention on 
the report of the committee of Pri- 
vileges and Elections in the Robe- 
son county contested election cases. 
T he interest of the proceedings was 
centered upon the resolutions of Mr. 
Jarvis that the whole subject be re- 
committed to the committee making 
the report. 

The principles involved in the 
resolution of Mr. Jarvis were so clear 
that it is surprising that any opposi- 
tion could have been excited, for it 
was clear that upon no other ground 
could a fair decision of the question 
be reached. For upon what ground 
did the coutestants demand the seats 
of the incumbents except upon the 
plainly ec-parte statements of the 
former. Upon the ground taken by 
by them the rights of the incumb- 
ents were prejudged. All irregular- 
ities charged by the contestants 
would be assnmed to be established, 
all claims of frandulent voting urged 
by the incumbents denied as un- 
substantial. 

To Go both parties justice, it was 
necessary to take testimony. To 
deny this were to assume at once 
the rights of either the one party or 
the other. There certainly is no in- 
justice in the operation of a prin- 
ciple which gives both parties a fair 
and full hearing, and which decides 
upon the weight of testimony. There 
ean be no impeachment of the fair- 
ne:8 or justice of the committee, and 
the Republican side of the House 
could only oppose it with the vain 
expectation that if the Convention as 
a body could be brought at once to 
act, they might succeed in throwing 
out the incumbents, and thus obtain- 


part years. Some may be deterred by

In my private opinion, Sir, there 
ie no real Necessity for this provision, 
ut looking totie public sentiment 
of the country aud recognizing the 
measure as only a prudent sate euard 
in the new and uutried circumstane 
ees surrounding us, strongiv faver 
an organic requirement on the sub- 
jeet. 

As I have intimated, sir, my judg. 
ment teaches methat the laws of 
nuture have raised a partition wall 
between the two races in this coun- 
try, Which effectually separates them, 
‘These lawsare intens!fied here by two 
hundred and fifty years of Jexal, 
political and social slavery, utteriy 
forbidding any gepderal twixing or 
tningling of tiie races, either in their 
educational industrial, marital wili- 
tary or social relations, 

The idea that equal politierl rights 
necessarily carry wilhthemati other 
rights, privilages, and immuuities is 
as absurd and ridiculous now, as it 
was in the days of the fathers, when 
tree colored people yoted all over the 
land, and in certain localities often 
controlled electious, There was then 
no talk of “Civil Rights’ nor did peo- 
ple fall into fits at the bare idea of 
negro equality. 

Again Sir, look at actual facts ; all 
around and every where the two 
races gravitate to separate and = dis- 
tineticentres; and that,too,in defiance 
of bold and desperate efforts oc- 
casionally loovercome the laws 
of nature and the habits and eustoms 
of society. Even in the States, coun- 
ties, cities and towns, where the 
colored race have acquired temporary 
supremacy, mainly through the inis- 
taken policy of the Whites, the ne- 
yroes have not attempted to force 
social equality nor sought to mix the 
races im marriage, the military, 
chure ior school, 

It istrue that individual cases have 
oceured where some very conceited 
character is misled as to the wonder- 
ful benefits and marvellous powers of 
the congressional “Civil Bill’ 
and uuderiakes to make n fortune 
thereby. Buteven the “Civil Rights” 
Bilis nolonger either the panacea, 
or ghost itonce was, 

Dut, Mr. President, despite these 
private Opinions of mine, and all 
these favorable appearances, we can- 
not disguise the fact that society 
South Is stiil greatly unsettled; anu 
that now and then rash and revenge. 
ful parties of both reces are tempted 
and induced to intrude upon tie 
rights and the presenee of others, and 
it isagainst allsuch chanees of wrong 
or outrage Uhat this provision and 
similar jaws are intended to guard, 
But above all, sir, there is in the 
hearts of our white people, and espe- 
cially the Democratic miasses, an hon- 
est, long-cherished, deep seated senti- 
ment on this subjeet, which it is 
prudent in law givers to respect. It 
may beonty a prejudice, unreason- 
able, unjust, ubrighteous and ubholy, 
Stull it exists, and was no doubt im- 
ayes there for some wise purpose, 

t is therefore our duty im sueh cir- 
cumstances to deal kindly and con- 
siderately With even the foibles, the 
fears and the faults of the many. 

For myself, Mr. President, I can- 


social equality in this Anglo Saxon 


people of these United Stiles, 


not but smile at the idea of negro 


eountry of ours.

To argue otherwise, is lo ¢ istrust 
aud reflect mpon the very race we 
elaim to represent. it is, str, to in- 
sult their self-pride, their virtue and 
their patriotism, And Poften think, 
sir, that a want of confidence in our 
free institutions and iu the capacity 
of the white masses for elevation and 
improvement, hasmuch to do with the 
harsh. violent and vindictive spirit, 
With which this subject is too often 
treated. My own couviction is clear 
and strong, that in elevating and ime 
proving the one race, you, it equal 
degree, elevate aud ini prove ihe other. 
Joook at the result as shown in ths 
Hall. We here see vast improvement 
in the character and capacity of the 
colored members since 1868; one of 
whom is an extensive property hol-

ceholars. Ln like degree does the

improvement appear

At a proper 
time and in a proper way, | sliall not 
hesitate to teli them of their short: 
comings; and if teeessary or pracii- 
cable, aid in appliving needed reme- 
dies. But after all, sir, rejoice that 
I am abie to take courage for the 
future, and feel profoundly thauktué 
that mat ers, both public and private, 
ure no Worse than they bow are, 

Ia all Lhave said, Mr. President, 
and ia amy whole eourse on this del- 
ienate, painful, aud dangerous 
tion, | havesought only lo encourage 
und strengthen our despouding and 
downecast countrymen; to heal the 
wounds of war and prevent interes
